_ The most important phase in the training of a young man for the Franciscan priest- 
hood is his year of novitiate. For a year and a day the novice undergoes a rigorous training 
in the Franciscan way of life.

The year of novitiate is primarily one of intense spiritual training. Under the capable

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Cross Start Careers At Notre Dame 


Holy Cross Seminary on the campus of the University of Notre Dame, a mile north 
of South Bend, is the preparatory school for candidates for the religious priesthood in the 
Congregation of Holy Cross, the community that administers Notre Dame and many other 
schools, missions and parishes in the United States and abroad. 

_ _. Candidates are accepted anytime after graduation from eighth grade. Young men 
in high school and college as well as college graduates are welcome even though they have 


had little or no Latin. 


Ne qualified candidate is ever 


denied admission because of a lack 


of funds—the 


sum of $40 per 
month for board, room and tuition 
is asked during the high school 


years or during the 
year if a young man 


that is nothing at all, they are still 
very welcome. 


After the time spent in Holy 
Cross Seminary there is a year of 
intensive spiritual preparation in 
Sacred Heart Novitiate, South 
Bend, followed by the completion 
of the candidate’s university ed- 
ucation at Notre Dame. 


While most of the seminarians 
are then sent to Holy Cross College, 
Catholic University, Washington, 
I). C., for theology, a few are sent 
to Rome. After ordination at Notre 
Dame many of the young priests 
continue their studies for advanced 
degrees at Universities at home 
and abroad. 


The course of studies in Holy 
Cross Seminary is the same as in 
any other Seminary and very much 
the same as the college preparatory 
course in a Catholic High School. 
Emphasis is on Religion, Latin, 
English, other languages, Sciences, 
Mathematics, History and Social 
Studies. For college men and col- 
lege graduates in addition to the 
subjects mentioned, a_ thorough 
course in Philosophy, Church His- 
tory and Theology is provided.
